Murder And Its Punishment 


OMPLAINT cannot be made that. the 
C State Board of Prison Directors is un- 
duly harsh or exacting in demanding 


- that murderers sentenced to life terms in 
San Quentin shall serve 10 years before apply- 


ing for parole. A decade of imprisonment is , 


little enough for the taking of human life; 
presumably good conduct in prison cannot 
balance in the ledger the offense committed 
against society. The annual increase in homi- 
vides suggests the probability of punishment 
and the character of it are not in practice 
proving the deterrent that is hoped for them 
in theory. r 
Though the principles laid down in the 
Laws of Moses are not those civilization uses 
as its basis for dealing with modern criminal- 
ity, the necessity that society shall protect it- 
self exists and must be reckoned with. It is 
comforting to profess to believe that life and 
property are safe under the statutes as they 
are drawn and administered but the theory 
cannot withstand the test of annual statistics 
or daily observation. At no time within the 
century has murder been less common than 
now or less likely of punishment.

Our Mechanical Farms 
HE American farm is adding to its agri- 
T cultural machinery other means’ of in- 
creasing efficiency and convenience. Ta 
eight states more than half the farms 
have automobiles, 75 percent having them in 
Nebraska, and 73 percent in Iowa. The states 
from Missouri and Kansas to the northern bor- 
der, on their 1,096,000 farms have 631,000 


- automobiles, 


Tractors seem to be more popular with 
farmers than motor trucks. Two hundred and 
twenty-nine thousand farms have tractors and 


139,000 possess trucks. Trucks are apparently 


most popular in connection with farms market- 
ing vegetables and fruit, for 10 percent of the 
New Jersey farms have them. Tractors are 
proportionately most numerous in South Da- 
kota, where they are on 16 percent of farms. 
The percentage is almost as large in North 
Dakota, and is over 10 percent in Montana 
and California’ as well. 

The farmer’s. wife is getting some advan- 
tages. On 644,000 farms—that means 10 per 
cent——water has been piped into the house, 
and on 452,000 there is gas or electric light. 

The telephone is the most universal of 
modern facilities used on the farms. Almost 
40 percent of all the farms now have tele- 
phones, and in Iowa the figure runs up to 
SO pereent. In the states beginning with 
Missouri and Kansas, and extending north- 
ward, where automobiles are most numerous, 
70 -pereent of the farms are equipped with 
telephones.

In Justice Court 


Arraignment of Pedro Agular and 
Jose Villa Senor in the justice court 
at San Bernardino and the returning 
of a verdict of justifiable homicide at 
the coroner's inquest over the body 
of Guillermo Valdez were the out- 
standing features of yesterday's de- 
velopments in the outrageous at- 
tack upon Mrs. Della Cota and the 
gun battle that followed early Sun- 
day morning near Victorville, re- 
sulting in the death of Guillermo 
Valdez. 

Agular and Senor, the two men 
captured by Constable Jack Weeks 
and Pete Weiss, 17 years old, fol- 
lowing the killing of Valdez, were 
arraigned before Justice of the Peace 
J. B. Kavanaugh yesterday afternoon 
on charges of rape and were held in 
default-of $2,500 bail. Their prelim- 
inary hearing was set for tomorrow 
morning. 

That “Valdez came to his death 
from gunshot wounds inflicted by 
Constable Jack Weeks in the per- 
formance of his duties” was the ver- 
dict returned by the coroner's jury. 
The members of the jury were Fred- 
erick Gilbert. foreman; Frank Tru- 
jillo, Harry W. Stahl, J. I. Fenton, 
C. 8S. Pailey, John Broderick, L. M. 
Lytle and E. M. Crist. 

The whole story of the brutal at- 
tack and of the resulting gun bat- 
‘le was told at the inquest. It was 
described how, after Joe Cota, his 
wife, Mrs. Della Cota, and a friend, 
Jose Rodriquez, had been in thetr 
home about 15 minutes, Valdez had 
entered with his two ‘companions 
and had forced Cota to the wall, 
Agular and Senor dragging the wo- 
man to the next room where she 
was assaulted. 

It was also related how Rodriquez 
had escaped and summoned Jack 
Weeks and Pete Weiss, who rushed | 
to the house and opened fire on| 
Valdez. |

According to Miss Kathleen Leahy, 
city school nurse, the school bath 
tub is being well patronized and resi- 
dents of the Latin quarter generally 
are being encouraged in the forma- 
tion. of cleanly personal habits. 

The splendid progress which is be- 
ing made along Americanization lines 
in a quiet way is probably little 
known to the general public. With 
the co-operation of Superintendent C. 
W. Randall, Dr. S. P. S. Edwards, 
city health officer; Mrs. Geoffrey J. 
Fleming of the Welfare League; Miss 
Leahy; the teachers of the school, 
including Mrs. Jessie Merry,  prin- 
cipal; Mrs. A. W. Drake and Miss 
Ila Gale and others, the board, num- 
bering John S. Armstrong, Ross P. 
Garbutt and Howard M. Shattuck, 
has been doing some exceptional 
work. 

Through the kindness of individ- 
uals, who prefer no publicity, a fund 
was recently provided to supply milk 
free to under-nourished children at 
the school, with the result that forigg 
several weeks past 25 children have | 
been given a half pint of milk free 
each morning. Noticeable improve. 
ments: are already apparent, it is | 
said. 

The children are being taught to 
make. themselves useful and are 
learning trades. Through the kind- 
hess of an Ontario cobbler, the boys 
of the upper grades have been gen 
instruction in the repair of shoes, 
with the result that they not only 
repair their own footwear and those 
of their schoolmates, but of their par- | 
ents as well. Old shoes donated by 
the Community Shop are also put 
in wearable condition. It is hoped 
to instruct the children in the art 
of toy making as well. 

Each Thursday is Parent-Teachers’ 
Day and the meetings have been 
averaging between 15 and 20 women. 
These women busy themselves with 
the repair and making over of gar- 
ments donated by the Welfare Lea- 
gue. At the close of the afternoon's 
work, these garments are placed on 
the “general table” and sold to the 
women for tickets which they receive 
for doing a certain of work, in which 
manner they are taught that they 
must earn what they get. Two sew 
ing machines and an electric iron 
have been provided for use of the 
workers. 

More than 100 children attend this 
school and are making notable pro- 
gress. <A series of health talks to 
the parents and chiidren by doctors 
of the city has been started and is 
received with interest.

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4,000,000 TREES 
USED CHRISTMAD 


Officials of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture estimate that 
over ‘four million Christmas trees 
are used in the United States each 
year. Certain reformers, of the joy- 
killing - and cold-water throwing 
type, are trying to put a stop to 
the use of Christmas trees, claiming 
it is a menace to the movement 
for forest preservation. It is not 
at All likely that these excited re- 
formers will get very far in their 
opposition to the beautiful custom 
of Christmas trees. They would 
make better headway by shouldering 
a pick and shovel and going out in 
the country by themselves and plant- 
ing trees instead of indulging in so 
much loose chatter. 

The custom of decorating houses 
and churches with evergreens goes 
back to the earliest ages, and the 
use of flowers and green boughs as 
a means of decoration has been cus- 
tomary with every nation. The an- 
cient Hebrews used them in their 
feast of Tabernacles in the month 
of September; the Romans. orna- 
mented their temples and houses 
with green boughs during the Sat- 
urnalia; the Druids of ancient Bri- 
tain hung mistletoe and _ green 
branches over the doors .to  pro- 
pitiate the spirits’ of the forests. 
The use of holly dates back to the 
times of the Romans. It was dedi- 
eated to Saturn and was regarded 
as an emblem of peace and good- 
will. It was the custom of the Ro- 
mans to put a sprig of holly in 
the packages of presents which they 
exchanged, as is the custom in the 
U. S. A. today. The English name 
of the plant comes from its use 
during the “holy” season of Christ- 
mas. 

The mistletoe was one of the sac- 
red plants of the ancient Druids, and 
was used in many of their religious 
ceremonies. The origin of the cus- 
tom of kissing under the mistletoe 
has been variously explained, but 
many think it came from its use 
in some of the marriage customs of 
the Druids. 

The custom of singing Christmas 
carols seems to be as old as the 
observance of Christmas. The car- 
ols were of two kinds, the religious 
songs originally chanted by the 
bishops and their congregations at 
break of day on Christmas morn- 
ing, and the lively verses of good 
cheer which were sung at the Christ- 
mas feasts. Carols were imported 
into England from Italy soon after 
the Norman Conquest, and the earl- 
iest specimens are in Norman-French. 
Many of the old Christmas carols 
are preserved in the British Mus- 
eum. In the early specimens the 
composition is rude and coarse, but 
the latter ones are more polished

| fail due January 1, and will be paid 
|by the government through the post- 
| offices at face. It is estimated that 
jmore than $500,000 of this issue are 
| held by residents of Upland and 
| Vicinity. The postoffice department 
iis asking holders to present the 
‘stamps as soon as possible in order 
|that there may not be a rush in 
‘cashing them during the last days 
{of December. 

| There will also in a few weeks be 
|a considerable. amount of the Vic- 
|tory bonds coming due that will be 
|paid in cash to the holders unless ar- 
jrangements are made to exchange 
|them for other government securities. 
These stamps and bonds represent 
for the most part money that was 
advanced four and five years ago 
for patriotic purposes as well as 
|profit. With fmany it was the first 
jinvestment .of the kind—the first 
time they ever had money out draw- 
ing interest. The first taste has been 
|pretty good. Having five dollars to- 
jday for four dollars invested five 
years ago seems almost too good to 
|be true, and most of these people are 
|going to turn right around and re- 
invest what is paid them. 

It is going to take a little judg- 
iment to determine how to re-invest 
this money. The government is of- 
fering absolute safe securities that 
will net about the same profit as has 
jalready been earned, and the invest- 
ment will continue free of taxes ex- 
cept income tax on the interest, if 
the holder is subject to such a tax.

WHO WAS JAMES ORD? 

HE public life of the man whose 

name was concealed under the 
palpable alias of “James Ord,” com- 
menced when this strange character 
was sent to Georgetown college, in 
Washington, with the statement by his | 
guardian, Captain Ord, that “if you 
had your rights in England you would 
be some one the very mention of 
whose name would cause every head | 
to bend. God forgive those who have | 
wronged you, my boy!” 

In order to remain close by his 
charge, the elder Ord secured a posi- 
tion in the Washington navy yard, but 
it was noted that the allowance which 
he was able to make to the boy who 
passed as his nephew, was out of all 
proportion to his salary as a master 
mechanic, Young Ord remembered lit- 
tle of his life abroad---though there 
seemed to be a hazy recollection of a 
tall and stately woman, sad-faced and 
dressed in the most expensive of fab- 
rics, who had visited him at intervals 
during his childhood. In later years, 
however, he had spent the major por- 
tion of his time traveling with his 
“uncle,” and it was only when they 
eame to Washington that the pair set- 
tled down for any appreciable period. 

Before the youth concluded his 
schooling at Georgetown college Cap- 
tain Ord was taken ill, and, after a 
sickness as brief as it was mysterious, 
died while trying to tell the boy the 
secret of his parentage. “James,” he 
gasped, “I have sworn not to do so, 
but I must tell you that your father 
was—” and here a fit of coughing 
seized him, which prevented his dis- 
closure of the mystery. 

Upon investigation of his guardian’s 
papers, Ord discovered that the man 
had not been his uncle, but was mere- 
ly a common sailor in the British navy, 
who, through the exercise of some po- 
litical influence, had been given the 
post of dockyard inspector under the 
Spanish crown. The younger Ord’s 
supply of funds continued unabated 
and he placed himself under the tu- 
telage of a Maryland priest, who, in 
addition to teaching him, assisted in 
the search for the truth concerning his 
parentage. This search led to the con- 
clusion, unsupported by any direct 
documentary evidence, that he was 
the son of George IV of England, born 
while that monarch was prince of 
Wales, his mother being Marie Anne 
Smythe Fitzherbert, whom George had 
married in 1785. 

When Ord was well on in life, he 
wrote to Mrs. Fitzherbert, but was 
unable to obtain a reply from her, al- 
though he died in the firm belief that 
she was his mother. This contention 
was also accepted by the Jesuit fa- 
thers of Georgetown college, who, in 
the centenary history of the institu- 
tion,, mentioned the name of “James 
Ord, son of George IV,’ in its list of 
alumni. 

After various adventures in Amer- 

fea, including a trip to the far West 
in search of gold and the accumula- 
tion of a considerable fortune on the 
Pacific’ coast, Ord was appointed to 
the bench, and returned to Washing- 
ton, where he built a handsome home 
on Pennsylvania avenue. Later, how- | 
lever’ he moved to Omaha, where he 
died at the age of ninety-seven, still | 
ptrong in the belief that the long: | 
delayed unsealing of Mrs. Fitzher- 
bert’s private papers would clear up 
the .mystery whfch surrounded his. 
birth. These papers formed part of 
a mysterious packet which Mrs. Fitz- 
herbert, upon her deathbed, requested 
might be placed in a vault in Coutts’ 
bank, London, to remain there until 
such time as the reigning sovereign of 
Great Britain might see fit to have 
them pubiicly opened. 
. The seal was finally broken in 1905, 
by ‘order of Edward VII, but, while 
the marriage certificate of George, 
prince of Wales, and the pretty widow 
was disgovered, none of the other doc- 
‘uments contained any reference to 
children alleged to have. been born of 
the union. “James Ord,” therefore, 
must continue to rank with Kaspar 
Hauser, the dauphin, the man in the 
iron. mask and the other unsolved 
riddies of history. 








Lincoln's. Popular Phrase, 

The expression in President Lin- 
coln’s Gettysburg speech, “government 
of the people, by the people, for the 
people,” is a literary gem which for 
several centuries had passed unnoticed 
until thus used by him, an exchange 
says. 

In the preface of the first complete 
translation of the Bible in the English 
language known as the Wycliffe Bible, 
there is the following: “The Bible is 
for the government of the people, by 
the ‘pebple and for the people.” The 
date of this is, according to Encyclope- 
dia Britannica, about 1382, but cannot 
be later than the time of Wycliffe’s 
death in 1384. This same authority 
credits him with being “the founder of 
English: prose litetature.” This same 
expression from the Standard diction- 
ary, under the word “government.”

VINEVARDISTS ARE 
LOOKING FOR OIL 


The outdoor sport of operators of 
extensive vineyards in this district 
is evidently wild-cating for oil. 

Recently Secundo Guasti announc- 
ed that his Italian Vineyard Com- 
pany .would determine whether the 
4,000-acre vineyard was located over 
a reservoir of oil, and within a few 
weeks an oil well rig was on the 
job. A granite rock offered such 
resistance to the drill that it was 
necessary to shift the well rig a 
few feet, and now drilling is going 
merrily on. 

Soon after the Italian Company 
commenced operations, J. B. Lafour- 
eade, who operates an_ extensive 
raisin and wine grape vineyard, an- 
nounced that he too would bore for 
oil. As a result an oil well rig is 
now operating at the J. B. Lafour- 
cade vineyard, and whether there is 
oil in that particular section re- 
mains to be seen. 

It is generally believed that if 
the vineyardists fail to get oil they 
will probably get water, so the in- 
vestment, which is likely to run as 
high as $75,000 and more per well, 
will be extensive.

It was also announced that the San 
| Dimas plant is also producing at 
‘this time a very large percent of the 
jessential oil of orange used in the 
United States, the yearly consump- 
tion being slightly more than 200,000 
jpounds. Although no‘definite figures 
| were given on the amount produced 
jin the San Dimas Valley factory, it 
is known that well over 20 percent 





jtrict. And all this in face of the 
fact that before the plant started 
ito recover this valuable product pll 
of the orange oil was shipped from 
‘abroad. 

The first drum of oil was shipped 


=|from the San Dimas plant in Febru- 


ary, and since that time great strides 
have been made. 

Market quotations of American oil 
‘are now being made in all consuming 
centers, something that was never 
done previous to this year. 

The facts of the work being done 
are stated by Mr. Cassel. 

After the frost of January last, the 
\San Dimas factory was _ literally 
iswamped with a deluge of frosted 
‘oranges and they had to work 20 
j/hours a day to cope with the situa- 
‘tion. Through the work of the plant 
the growers were given between $7

The essential oil of orange is used 
| chiefly in flavoring extracts, soda 
‘fountain supplies and in candy-mak- 
ing. 
| The peel of the orange is used in 
‘candy making, mincemeat manufac- 
|ture and by tobacco factories for cer- 
;tain processes. 
| Another product of the plant is 
| pecin, a sugar and acid product to 
jinsure the successful making of jelly. 
| When the orange juice is success- 
fully concentrated all of the citrus 
fruit will be put to use without a bit 
jof waste. 
In concentrating the juice the first 
jthing necessary is heat. Orange 
juice, it was quickly found, will not 
stand to be bailed at the boiling 
point of water, 212 degrees under 
;ordinary atmospheric pressure. The 
boiling point can he greatly decreas- 
ed when the process is done under 
|a vacuum, and the greater the de- 
gree of vacuum the less degree of 
heat is required to bring about the 
desired result. a 
But to maintain a vacuum for any 
length of time, and for the reduc- 
tion of a large quantity of liquid is 
ja mighty expensive process, and it 
jis in an effort to perfect an econom- 
ical system that the experimental 
work is being done now. 


Mr. Cassel stated that as yet the 
by-products business was in its earl- 
jiest infancy, and that he looked for 
wonderful progress within the next 
few years. 

The San Dimas plant is owned by 
members of the fruit exchange but is 
‘in nowise a subsidary of that organ- 
‘ization. The men who are interested 
|in it are likewise interested in the 
Fruit Exchange, but the management 
of the two is entirely separate. Mr. 
Cassel made this statement to cor- 
rect an error that has recently been 
in circulation. 

A second by-products factory has 
been established at Corona and 
given over entirely to the recovery 
of citric acid from cull lemons. 

The Corona plant has produced up 
‘to one-million pounds of this produet 
:a year, but when it was first started 
a great difficulty confronted them in 


j|marketing their wares, for the for- 
\eign interests practically controlled 


the field, having it in their hands to 
such an extent that they sold be 
tween 6,000,000 and 7,000,000 pourds 
of it in the United States each year. 

When the Corona plant did finally 
establish itself as a producer of up- 
to-standard citric acid a shortage of 
culled lemons came upow them, and 
they found it necessary to purchase 
citrate of lime on the Italian market 
in order to supply their demand. 
Citrate of Hime from Italy has been 
used for many years in the manu- 
facture of citric acid. Mr. Casse) 
also stated that the Corona plant had 
a great deal of difficulty at first in 
securing this raw product from Italy,
